RELIABIL ITY

Travel �me reliability is the ability of travelers to reach their des�na�on in a consistent and dependable 
amount of �me. A highway’s travel �me may be reliable and s�ll experience slowdowns, but these slowdowns 
are predictable and recurring (rush hour for example). Freight carriers also require dependable travel �mes to 
remain compe��ve. 

The 2019 Arizona Strategic Highway 
Safety Plan indicated that heavy 
vehicles can be a�ributed to 
approximately 13 percent of all 
fatali�es and 10 percent of serious 
injury crashes in Arizona. In addi�on 
to the loss of life and injuries, crashes 
can impact goods movements and 
supply chains by damaging goods or 
causing delays. Crash data analysis 
helps iden�fy trends and pa�erns, 
and provides insight on specific 
roadway loca�ons that may be more 
hazardous than others for trucks and 
passenger vehicles.

SAFETY
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*ADOT did not iden�fy a 2019 
non-interstate target since 2019 targets 
were not required under the federal rule.

While the total number of truck-involved crashes decreased in 2020, 
fatal truck-involved crashes increased by 30%.

The condi�on and performance of the freight transporta�on system is cri�cal in providing efficient and 
reliable transport of people and goods across Arizona and for improving the state’s economy.
